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JUST A WALK-DVER,

William M. Kennedy Has No
Opposition at the Polls
and Is Elected

ALLEGHENY CITY'S MAYOR

A Forgotten Feature of the New Law
Causes Consternation.

OPPORTUNITY FOR SLICK WORE.

Very Few Votes Cast and Ko Excitement
Over the Election.

SOME PLANS OF THE NEW EXECUTIVE

William M. Kennedy was elected Mayor
of the city of Allegheny by the lowest vote
polled in that city for years

The cause of the small vote cast and the
aprarent disinterestedness of the voters of
Allegheny is attributed to the fact that
there was no opposition to the Republican
eandidate, My, Kennedr, and, in some few
cases, to its being the first clection held in
Allegheny under the new Baker ballot law.

The polls presented the unusual appear-
gnee of semi-desertion. The erowd of peli-
ticians and hangers-on who in former years
marked the location of the polling places,
was conspicuous by its absence. A ealm
expression was upon the froots of the build-
ings, anG the feminine pedestrians, who, in
times azone, gathered their skirts about
them and hastened by on the opposite side
of the street, had their keen curiosities
gratified, and they ai last saw within the
m3 & ie shrine where men made destinies.

Eection Judzes Have a Slow Time.

In the various precinets the judges wore
n semi-disgusted expression at the quietnde
of the day and the disinterestedness of the
people, and they amused themselves during

the weary hours of the afternoon in jabbing
straws into the tempting ears of dozing in-
spectors,  Occasionally 8 man drifted in,
and with severe expressions of ostentation
the voter would be put through the cate-
chism and then be given a ballot.

There were comparatively few instances
of voters ealling upon outsiders for intor
mution. They seemed to understand, and
the disappointment was keenly felt by
the knowing ones who wvainly waited for
an opportunity to instroct. Along about
supper time, when the horny-handed son of
toil wended his homeward way, there drifted
into the Second precinet of the Eighth
ward, a man with alook of wrapt thought
upon his beseamed face. He drawled forth
his answers, took a blank ballot and re-
paired to the little canvas box in the rear.
He opened the ballot, read every letter and
period on it, studied intently for a tull
minute, rubbed his hand across his forehead
u few times and then dashed the paper to
the floor and walked out, heeding neither
words of guery nor command. When on
the street be broke away aod ran., A
curious youth pursued him, and when the
voter finelly stopped be said in brokea
1ones:

He IIad Lost a Hat,

*“I've lost a new hat. I made s wazer
that I could vote under the new law with-
out any explanation. I've failed I
couldn’t get the thing through my head and
someone will geta new hat to-morrow,”
snd he sadly turned away.

Mr. Kennedy was not about the palls all
day. He was seen 1 his own precinet—the
Fourth of the Fourth ward—abput 4
o'clock, but seemingly frichtened at the
small number of votes polled he hastened
away again. A new feature of the law
wade itsell manifest and was the occasion
for considerable trepidation on the paft of
the Renublican candidate and his support-
ers. This was the blank space on the right
wide of the ballol. Opposite was the name
of the party and the candidate, snd the
blank space, according to an article of the
law, eould be filled aceording to the option
of the voter.

Mr. Kennedy was asked about this and
suid there was an opportunity for some
skillinl maneuvering to bz done, *“If the
space was filled before it was given to the
voier it would do away entirely with the
chances of underband work, but as it is the
opportunities are goed. A man, ambitious
for the office, coulg go to work upon the as-
eurance that, as there was no opposition to
the regularly nomioated candidate, the
vote would be small, and could interesta

“1 apprehended no such opposition, but
when thie matter was first broac to me
during the early part of the day, I must
copless that 1 felt somewhat exercised over
it.  DBut then, of course, it was too lale to
do anything 1o prevent the possible contin-
gener. I think it is au unwise section as in
cases of bitter feeling toward a single candi-
date the matter could be turned to sait the
wisnes of the silent, though effectiveopposi-
tion. A mua might take advantage of this
section and permit a candidate to be nomin-
ated with little or no opposition and then
on cleetion duy make & great surprise by
baving bis own supporters appenr and cast
& wrilten vote."”

In speaking of his plan of action as
Mayor. Mr. Kennedy urd he bad not yet
decuded upon what Alderman be should
eppoint to eondoet his magisterial hearings
s« was published in Tharsday's DISPATCH.
“There does not seem to be much chance tor
me to appoint police magistrates,” he con-
tinued, *“as Councils have mot yot
miade an appropriation for them. Per-
sonally I do not consider this censur-
able, os I mysell am opposed to
inflicting a heavy debt upon Allegheny,
when in reality there is no necessity for so
many magistrates as the lew allows I
shall probably make an Aldermanic ap-
pointment, notwithstanding the fact that
the entire expense of a substitute will fall
upon me, Tam willing to carry this ex-

pense, however, as I believe there is plenty J

of other things to do beside hearing police
cases. I have not decided upon any Alder-
man for the office, and for the first week
that I am in office I shall conduct the hear-
ings myself to become acquainted with the
work., A numhber of aldermen have been
recommended to me, but I shall spend some
dars in selecling my man mysell. I shall
probably appoint Al Koenig as my secre-
“r}, "

Retogns Coming In Slowly.

Up to 9 o'clock 24 ballot boxes were re-
turned to City Hall and placed in a cell
These were from the most populous districts
in the central part of the city, vet the vote
was surprisingly light. 1Inthe 24 districts
only votes were cast,. Mr. Kennedy re-
ceived within a few votes of this entire
number. In the First ward E 8. Draun re-
ceived two votes and in some of the other
wards there were stragrling votes for other
candidates. In the Second district of the
Seventh ward 46 votes were cast, all of
which were for Mr. Kennedy. Two of these
votes were cast aside s they wero defective.

Up to 11 o'clock there were but 34 boxes
left in City Hall and 1t is thought the elec-
tion officers are not informed as to where
the boxes should be deposited. Those who
brought their hoxes in were uncertain as
to what disposition should be _made of the
box keys. Sergeant Sherry did not know,
but advised them to retain them until they
could be legally informed.

1t is not known when Councils will meet
to induect the Mayor-elect into office, but it
is thought a specinl meeting will be called
for to-morrow.

ANOTHER WAR CLOUD

Lowers Over Municlipal Hall—Controller
Morrow and Mayor Gourley Object to
the Position Taken by Councils on the
Approval of Contracts.

There s another war cloud over City Hall,
and the indications are that it will equal, if
it does not excel, in its fierceness that which
raged on that battle ground during the early
summer of last year. A glaoee at the situa.
tion as it appears now shows Controller
Morrow, Mayor Gourley and several coun-
cilmen on one side, and a larze majority of
the City Councils on the other, backed np
by the departmental chiefa The Controller
seems to be the leader of the aggressive
forces in this campaign, but the Mayor is in
a position to throw himself into any breach
t!adat. may occur snd land & victory for his
side.

The trouble arises from the turning down

{ of the Mavor’s and Controller’s communica-

tion in Councils on Monday. The Con-
troller isnot so much cut up over having
his electric light protest turned down, as he
is over the humiliatine knockout given to
the Mayor's snpeal for what both officials
term is the Mayor's right—the night to ap-
prove or disapprove the contracts awarded
for the city.

The Controller does mot say much, but
his utterances have a warlike ring. “The
Mayor is right,"” he says, “and I am going
to help him all I can. I had really no
right above any other citizen to send Coun-
cils a protest on the electric light contract
und am not surprised that thev treated it as
they did, but there iz no doubt sbout the
legality of the Mayor's demand and I think
we will show where I am right. How will
we do it? There are several ways open.
For instance, why ecould I not refuse to
honor any warrants for contracts let, as I
clnim, illegally? or why could not the law
be enforeed in other ways? 1 don't propose
to outline our plans now, but I will later
on, and there will be no uncertainty about
my position.™

The Mavor expressed surprise vesterday
at the stand taken by Counecilman Warm-
castle the day previous, but did not have
much to say except that the privilege he
asked of ing upon contract awards was
as much legally his as it was to pass upon
an ordinance or resolution of Councils.
Both were in the line of city legislation,
and thouch the charter act failed to name
him in the matter in point, his authority
had never been questioned in other acts
where there was a similar omission.

The Mayor bad a long conference with
Couneilimen Epping and ('Donnell yester-
day afterncon, (ruring which Mr. O"Donnell
explained his vote against the Mayor's com-
munieation by saring he had not understood
it, but, having read it in THE DISPATCH,
was in hearty sympathyand conld be eount-
ed on for any assistance in his power. A
number of questions, including the Poor
Farm and parbage ordinances, the cost of
pavements ani the lighting of City Hall
were discussed in the conference, but mnoth-
ing definite was done. Messrs. Epping and
O’'Donnell are with the Controller in his

LINES DRAWN CLOSE.

Brewers and Distillers iro Allowed
but One Exira License.

OKE OF LUTZ'S PLANTS SHUT OUT.

Judge Collier Tells the Meaning of the Act
of Last June.

ALL PUT ON THE BASIS OF RETAILERS

Decisions in the eases of the brewers held
over and also in s number of ‘the wholesale
hold-overs were handed down yesterday by
Judges OCollier and Slagle. The big
breweries come out with licenses, but with
little else. The decision of the court was
to the effect that a brewery can hold but two
licenses—one brewer's license and one
wholesaler’s or bottler's license. The
brewer may choose which of the latter he

desires.

This decision falls heaviest upon D. Lutz
& Son. This firm has two breweries, and the
one at Vinial and Villa streets is now

knocked out. Thig means a big loss to the
firm, and when D. Lutz, the senior member,

was seen Jast night he said:

“We, of course, must abide by the deei-
sion. I do not care to state just how muech,
but it will entail a loss of thousands of dol-
lars a year #o us. We do not know yet
whether we will appeal the matter to the
Supreme Court. The Vinial street brewery
is the old one, and was used in brewing eer-
tain brands of goods which we have not the
facilities to make in the new plant, I must
consult may sattorneys before I decide to
make any more.

Will 8tl11 Operate the Agencies,

“As for all the agencies being knocked
out, I think we can operate them as we did
last vear. Judge White refused licenses
for them and they have simply been made
delivery stations The ordersall have to
be sent to the main office, but they can be
filled from these agencies. I don’t believe
there will be any trouble about continuing
this plan.” ]

Charles Brosky, the retail applicant for
No. 2704 Penn avenue, who had been given
a hearing, was granted a license. J. L.
Abel & Co.,, applicants for wholesale
license at Nos. 145 and 146 Water street,
are still held over to have their petition
amended so as to strike out the clause ask-
ing for a eompounder and rectifier's license.
Wghen this is done they will be granted a
wholesale license.

The act of June §, 1891, having becomesn
law after the granting of licenses last vear
has never been constrmed by this Court
nor acted upon in granting licenses. Upon
upplying it this year, we find that it con-
tains many important modifications of the
law as it existed before,

The act of May 18, 1587, relating to retail
licenses, g:nvldu that the applicant shail
certify * tnone of the applicants are in
any manner pecuniarily interested in the
profits of the business conducted At any
other place in said county whers
liquors are suld or kept for sale” As to
them, then, there has Deen no question, A
retail dealer is entitled to but cne license,
and must not be interested in any other
place where liguors ave sold,

A Recapltulation of the Former Laws,

The act of May 24, 1857, relating to manu-
facturers and wholesale dealers, provides as
follows: “All wholesale dealers, brewers,
distillers, rectificrs, compounders, store-
keepers and agents having stores or offices
within this Commonwealth, dealing in in-
wxiuth:f l'?nors. either spirituous, vinous
or malt, shal ¥ for each separate store,
brewery, (istillery, rectilying or compound-
ing estublishment or agency, an mnnual
license, ste.” This anot does not in terms
limit the number of establishments In which
any person may Dbe interested and would
seem to authorize any party to conductsuch
business at more than one place.

But the aot of June 0, 1891, makes a radical
oharye in this respect. With o few exce:
tions it is a transcript of the act of May I3,
1867, and indicates the intent to apply the
rules as to retail licenses as far as practical
to the business of manufacture and sale by
wholesale,

SCHNEIDER HELD OVER.

A Minor Swears He Bought L'quor In
Hotel Federai—Allogheny's Prominsns
Politiclans and Citizens Appear for Its
FProprietor—Colller Drops & Remark.

Criminal Court looked like an Allegheny
City Republican Convention yesterday
when the Max Schneider hold-over case
came up for hearing. The were about 60 of
the most prominent politicians in Alle-
gheny present to make a defense for Mr.
BSchneider, who is charged by the National
Detective Agency with selling to minors
There was much speculation as to who had
employed P. J. Murphy’s detectives, as
the parents of the minors do not figure in
the case at all. Mr, Behneider's friends
claim the suits are brought by home brewers
and wholesalers, whose business was in-
jured because of the stand taken by Mr.
Schneider against the speak-easies,

Detective Murphy says he has similar
cases ngainst other prominent Allegheny
saloonkeepers. One of them was entered
Monday night l.?i.nst John E. Windell.

Attorney L. P. Stone sppeared for the
prosecution and called a nomber of wit-
nesses. Only two answered and Judge Col-
lier ordered attachments issued for the
others. William Alexander, the only minor

resent who had purchased liquor at Max

neider's, taid he was 18 yearsold. He
is full grown and has a heavy voice. His
testimony was that he had been employed
by B. H. Muncey, of Murphy's detective
agency, to go to Mnx Schneider and buy
liquor. He said he succeeded in doing this
on April 9, 12, 13, 15and 16. He was ac-
companied sometimes by Detective McKain

and sometimes by Detective Muncev, J. L.

Hamilton and Thomas Kirkpatrick. The

latter two are minors. The witness here

produced four bottles of whisky he had pur-
chased as Hotel Federal,

Detective Muncey testified that he had
employed the boys totry to buy drink at
Mr. Schneider’s place. At this point the
Judee was going to gontinue the hearing
until the other witnesses were found, but
Attorney Young asked the privilege of pro-
ducing witnesses to show lge character and
necessity of the house and the precautions
taken to keep minors out. The Court said
it could only look at the fact, but per-
mitted the witnesses to be ealled. Among
those who appeared as witnesses were
Chief Murphy, Chief Ehlers, Dr
Kirker, Chief Assessor John K. Brown and
Assessors Hetzod and Stewart,G. W, Snaman,
Messrs. Joseph Btrassbherger, James Gregg,
James MeCain, John A. Myler, Dr
Wright, James Bradley, Councilmen Mec-
Donald and Winters, Superintendent Wad-
dington, of Carnegie Library, Alderman

CAN'T TAX PATENTA

Judze McPherson Decides In Favor of ths
Westinghouse Company.

In the case of the State versus the West-
%nghonse Eleetric and Manufacturing Com-
pany ior taxes, Judze McPherson handed
down an opinion at Harrisburg yesterday,
declaring that patent rizhts ean’t be taxed
by the Slate. in 1888 the company wns
taxed for 14,964 45 and in 1800 for $16,-
793 57. The tax law exempts companies
organized exclusively for manulacturin
purposes, but the State officers contende
that its charter covered such a variety of

wers that the company did notcome with-
r:this limitation of the law. Judge Me-
Pherson thought tkat the company was a
manufacturing concern, aud then he added
that a tax on patenls was sabversive of the
National Government’s powers, and repug-
nant to its paramount sovereignty.

No Cat in Coke Rates

The Pitubyr;: committes of freight
agents met yesterday to check up rates
A reduction in coke rates to points west of
Chieago is talked of, but the agents refused
o talk about it for the present. There has
been a strong demand for & cut in the rates
to Pittsburg and the valleys, but one of the
freight men said emphatically that no re-
duction would be made.

James Gilkey Kills Himself in the
Presence of His Relatives. .

HE NEARLY AMPUTATED HIS HEAD

While His Two Eons-in-Law Kept Com-
stant Watch at His Bedside,

BORROWED A KNIFE TO PICK HIS TEETH

The most remarkable and deliberate sui-
cide ever known in Allegheny county oc-
curred yesterday morning at the little ham-
let of Boston, near Elizabeth. James Gil-
key, aged 54, almost cut his left hand off
and bled to death, while two men sat by his
bedside and watehed. They did not know
anything of it until his ashy color told them
he was dead. They did not even then sus-
pect suicide until the covers were turned
down and the bed found saturated with
blood. His life blood had simply ebbed
away while they sat and watched. :

James Gilkey is one of the leading eiti-
zens of that quiet little country town. Ever
since the Pittsburg, McKeesport and
Youoghiogheny Railroad was built he has
been supervisor of that upper division. He
owned the pretty home in which he died
and considerable other property in that
neighborhood, and was regarded as a solid
man. He has a wife and ten children liv-
ing. They are all grown up and married.

Killed Himself While Under Guard.

For some time he has been suffering from
yellow jaundice. A month sgo he was
torced to go to bed. The disease had pulled
him down so that of late he has become
peevish and melaocholy. He would at
times look at his thin hands snd then,
shaking his bead, remark that he wasa
physical wreck and he could not live long,
At times his mind wandered and it was
feared he might hurt himselll His sons
and sons-in-law have been watching him
night and day. Mondsy night J. H,
Muse and F. C. Humme were with their
father-in-law.

All the early part of the night he was
restless and depressed. At dnight he
asked the time, and later, when e asked
and was told it was only 1 o’clock, he re-
marked, “The night seems awful long."
Then he asked for his medicine, and refused
to take it when offered to him. At 3 o'elock
he asked for n g of water,
snd then complained that  there
was something in his teeth. He asked for
& knifeand Humme gave him his. He picked
his teeth for a time and then covered him.
sclf up, That was the last time he spoke.
He had closed bis eyes and they thought he
slept. Then Muse lay down on a conch
while Humme watched. Humme said he
lny motionless save once, between 3 and 4
o'clock, he drew his right arm across his
body. His eyes never opened and he did
not seem to suffer much pain,

FAe Had Nearly Amputated His Band.

The nerve of the man had been so steady
that down under the covers he had cut the
arteries of his wrist and severed the flesh
down to the bone.

When it became known that James
Gilkey had committed suicide, the town
became all excitement: and the le
around there flocked to the house.

for and a jury was empaneled, and
after the remains were viewed the ueat
was held at the "Squire’s office. .
